Despite economic slumps on all sides, Auburn alumni and 
friends have supported the university’s Auburn Annual Giv- 
ing Program with record high contributions of $384,689.22. 
Last year’s total was $330,049.54. The total number of gifts in 
1974 climbed to 3,376 up from 1973’s 3,268. 

The Century Club, made up of donors of gifts from $100 to 
$500, grew from 635 for 1973 to 675 last year. However, the 
two other gift clubs decreased: the Dean’s Club (gifts from 
$500.00 to $1,000) decreased from 32 to 28; the President’s 
Club (gifts over $1,000) also decreased slightly from 42 to 40. 

As last year, most of the money given to the Annual Giving 
Program was designated for use by specific schools or 
departments. As a result the Student Loan Fund for which 
the Executive Committee voted to apply $100,000 of un- 
designated funds to build up a fund of $500,000 to be used for 
student loans ran behind.

Carr Honored For Teaching 


Dr. Howard E. Carr ’36, head 
of the Auburn Physics Depart- 
ment, has been awarded the 
George B. Pegram Medal for his 
outstanding teaching con- 
tributions to physics in the 
southeast. Dr. Carr returned to 
Auburn to teach physics in 1948 
after receiving his Ph.D. from 
the University of Virginia and 
teaching at the Naval Academy 
for two years. 


He succeeded Auburn’s dis- 
tinguished late Dr. Fred Allison 
as head of the Physics Depart- 
ment in 1954. He also followed 
Dr. Allison in receiving the 
Pegram Medal—Dr. Allison was 
oe of the first recipients in 
1972. 


Under Dr. Carr’s leadership, 
the Physics program at Auburn 
has grown to include a doctoral 
program in which the first 
Ph.D’s were presented in 1968.

Rheta Grimsley has stirred up a lot of commotion on the 
Plainsman editorial pages the last two years. The most com- 
motion since, well, since the last woman editor of the 


Plainsman, Beverly Bradford, 
whom Rheta naturally admires. 
First as columnist and then as 
editor Rheta has written with 
such candor—often quite 
personal—that she has 
sometimes shocked even her 
supporters and drawn 
anonymous letters-to-the-editor 
like never before—and even set 
some kind of record for signed 
ones. 

Signed or unsigned, not all 
Rheta’s letters are from 
students. “We quite often get 
sarcastic notes from faculty— 
we know they are because the 
notes are written on department 
stationary—unsigned of 
course.” And then there’s the 
faculty member who marks in 
red all typos, misspellings, and 
errors of other kinds in each 
week’s Plainsman and sends it 
to Rheta, which she appreciates, 
“T would like to thank the person 
who spends all that time and 
goes to all that trouble each 
week trying to help us im- 
prove.” 

Not all the letters from the 
faculty and staff are unsigned. 
Rheta is frankly pro women’s 
liberation and she said so very 
emphatically in a recent 
column—emphatically enough 
to get her a diagnosis of “female 
paranoia” from a campus physi- 
cian in a letter to the editor, 
which in turn brought a bunch 
of writers (including some men) 
to Rheta’s defense so that the 
first week in February the 
Plainsman received 26 signed 
letters to the editor—so many 
there wasn’t room to print them 
-all. Rheta published them on a 
first come, first printed basis, 
which brought her phone calls 
about “why didn’t you print my 
letter?”

And not all the anonymous 
letters about Rheta and the 
Plainsman goto the Plainsman. 
When Rheta went to the 
Associated Collegiate Press 
meeting several months ago 
where the incoming Plainsman 
editor usually picks up an award 
or two for the past Plainsman, 
she found that an anonymous 
letter had gotten there before 
her, accusing the Plainsman of 
having: manufactured news last 
year when the first streaker 
appeared on campus following a 
column by Rheta about streak- 
ing. The writer assured the ACP 
judges that they didn’t want to 
honor such a paper. The judges 
regarded the letter as a joke and 
paid little attention to the in- 
tegrity of an anonymous letter- 
writer and went ahead to laud 
the Plainsman in its usual 
fashion.

because her much-admired older 
sister (JoAnne Grimsley ’72) 
came here and because she 
knew from other students that 
she could get a lot of journalism 
experience working on the 
Plainsman though it did take 
her “two quarters to get up 
enough nerve to come to staff 
meetings. I used to sort of just 
throw my stories in tied around 
a rock.” Rheta has done a lot of 
reading in past issues of the the 
Plainsman and is a great ad- 
mirer of Plainsman editors, par- 
ticularly John Samford, Thom 
Botsford and of course, Beverly 
Bradford. 

The similarities between 
Rheta and Beverly are notable. 
Both are pretty southern girls 
with quiet voices and a touch of 
shyness who would obviously be 
at home out on the veranda—a 
living contradiction to the idea 
that a gutsy woman is mannish. 


Unexpected 


And probably each has shock- 
ed an equal number of people 
with her editing audacity and 
her failure to meet the expec- 
tations in corresponding looks 
and personality. Sometimes 
when complaining folks meet 
Rheta they still demand to see 
the person in charge. Sometimes 
their tirade just becomes 
stronger when they realize that 
a woman is behind the desk. 
Rheta sits and listens to them 
and sometimes looks at a sign 
hanging on the closed door in 
her office. That sign, a gift from 
Beverly, has gotten her through 
some bad moments. It reads 
“Tlegitima non Carborundum,”’ 
which means, paraphrased 
politely, something like “Don’t 
Let the rascals grind you down.” 

If someone hasn’t already 
said to Rheta, “But you don’t 
look like a liberated woman,”

In Auburn VFW Collection— 
eee ‘Find’ May ChangeBooks

Thanks to the Alabama VFW, an Auburn junior history 
major uncovered a discrepancy in the history books. While 
browsing through State Department papers in the AU 


library, LoventriceScales dis- 
covered evidence of American 
government intervention on the 
side of the anti-Bolshevik forces 
in Russia, immediately follow- 
ing the Bolshevik coup of Nov. 7, 
1917. 

The documents were purchas- 
ed through $35,000 raised by the 
VFW during ‘Fight Com- 
munisim with Knowledge” for 
Auburn’s Draughon Library in 
the early sixties. During a rou- 
tine research assignment, Ms. 
Scales found the information 
recorded in the State Depart- 
ment archives collection on the 
history of Russia and com- 
munism. The data indicates 
that, while President Wilson 
proclaimed a hands-off policy in 
the Fourteen Points and later 
announcements, the United 
States transferred 110 tons of 
silver to anti-Bolsheviks 
through British forces in Persia. 
The U.S. also printed a billion 
dollars in rubles, some of which 
wound up in the hands of anti- 
Bolshevik forces. 

Dr. Oleh S. Pidhainy, 
professor of Russian history at 
Auburn, considers the discovery 
historically significant. Under 
the direction of Dr. Pidhainy, 
Ms. Scales presented her report 
to a graduate seminar on “The 
Russian Revolution of 1917- 
1921,” and further research is 
underway. 

Dr. Pidhainy and his brother 
Alexander, who is working on 
his doctoral dissertation in Rus- 
sian history, collaborated with 


Ms. Scales and the resulting 
paper will constitute a section in 
the book The American 
Diplomacy and the Bolshevik 
State, 1917-1921, expected to 
appear in 1975. 

The paper challenges a state- 
ment of the Russian Historian 
George Kennan, according to 
Ms. Scales. In his study of 
Soviet-American relations, Ken- 
nan asserts that no official 
American funds were ever plac- 
ed at the disposal of any of the 
early centers of anti-Bolshevik 
activity, she said. 

“This information should be 
included in future history books 
on the period,” Dr. Pidhainy, 
whose father spent eight years 
in a Siberian concentration 
camp, said. “It is evident that 
the United States undertook im- 
mediate and forceful action 
directed towards the overthrow 
of the Bolshevik regime in what 
was considered by the American 
statesmen of the time to bein the 
best interest of the peoples of the 
former Russian Empire of the 
United States itself. 

“Tt was probably the first ac- 
tion against communism by the 
United States,” Dr. Pidhainy 
says. ‘We can only speculate as 
to what might have happened 
had the action been more overt.” 

Ms. Scales, majoring in the 
Russian program of the history 
department, said, ‘These 
studies need to be done if only to 
straighten out existing 
records.”’

WEGL station manager, has said those words; but to him 


they say it all. “Information is 
the most important part of 
WEGL. Our main purpose is to 
keep the student body informed 
about campus activities, with 
entertainment coming second. 
We do a good job of it too.” 

, @ senior speech major, 
came to Auburn beginning his 
junior year and has worked with 
WEGL ever since. He became 
station manager last fall, and 
now thrives on the _ respon- 
sibilities of his position. “I 
spend about five hours each day 
at the station. I’m responsible 
for everything that goes on the 
air, which isn’t really a problem. 
We just follow the FCC 
regulations and there’s no trou- 
ble.” 

Since he became station 
manager, WEGL has received 
permission for a power increase, 
an accomplishment he is very 
proud of. Next on the agenda? 
“We're trying to get an emergen- 
cy power source installed. That 
way we can still broadcast when 
campus power is out.”’ 

With all the responsibilities of 
his job, Lee has very little time 
for actual broadcasting. He does 
a one-hour show every Thurs- 
day night called “On The Air,” 
during which he _ interviews 
various persons of public in- 
terest to the students. “I enjoy 
doing ‘On The Air.’ It’s a break 
from running the station. Oc- 
casionally I fill in for other disc 
jockeys, so I get enough air time 
to keep in practice.” 

Lee’s avid interest in broad- 
casting dates back to childhood 
when he and his brother im- 
itated their third cousin Pat 
Summerall, CBS radio and 
television sportscaster. “Hewas 
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my idol back then, especially 
because he had played pro foot- 
ball with the New York Giants. I 
wanted to grow up to be just like 
him.” Later Lee’s interest was 
revived when he had a weekly 
radio program at his high 
school. “‘That’s when I started 
working on my voice. I’m lucky 
to be from Florida, where there’s 
no severe dialect. I had no real 
accent to overcome, but I still 
practiced to improve my radio 
voice.” 

He also worked in a local radio 
station in Cuthbert, Ga., for 
nine months. There he per- 
formed several of the many 
functions necessary in running

they probably soon will. “Some 
people are surprised when they 
find out I wear mascara,” she 
laughs. At heart Rheta admits 
to being a romantic: “I like 
Valentine’s Day and surprises, 
and flowers and romantic 
poetry.”

Rheta got a lot of her feelings 
about liberation from her older 
sister “who’s always been an in- 
dependent sort” and who is now 
in medical school in Lubbock, 
Tex. She is obviously proud of 
her sister, and she laughs at 
herself, “I’m so proud of her, I 
almost go around saying, ‘Hello, 
I’m Rheta Grimsley and my 
sister’s in medical school’.” 

Rheta’s mother, is “so disap- 
pointed in both of us,” Rheta 
laughs. ‘‘She’s so disappointed 
that she has a daughter in 
medical school and one who is 
Plainsman editor instead of one 
who majored in home ec and one

Liberation 
for Everybody 


Her feelings about liberation 
isn’t limited to one sex. Rheta 
believes in “individual worth— 
liberation for everybody.” She 
feels that both men and women 
have been “pushed into a role.” 
And she wants a liberation that 
will give “both sexes achance to 
be able to act like they want to, 
to be the kind of people they 
want to be.” 

Rheta thinks that “marriage 
is great if that’s what you want. 
But if all you live for is your 
family, your husband and your 
kids, if all your interests are 
there, then someday you’re go- 
ing to be left a lonely individual 
because your kids are going to 
grow up and.leave you. A 
woman has to have her own life, 
not just be a ‘helpmate.’ Maybe 
I’m too selfish, but I guess I’m

just too selfish to limit myself to 
that.” 

She’s been encouraged to 
think about individual worth by 
her sister and her father, who 
“taught me a lot about in- 
dependence.” Her father “came 
up from Montgomery and 
helped put up posters when I ran 
for editor, though he was a little 
astounded,” she smiles, “when 
he found out how large the 
Plainsman budget is and he 
knew that I couldn’t keep my 
checkbook balanced.” 

Those who “tsk, tsk” that 
Rheta’s feelings about in- 
dependence and personal worth 
will cause her to end her days a 
crotchety old maid can relax. 
Rheta may not be the first 
woman editor of the Plainsman, 
but she is a first: the first 
married woman editor. In 
December, a few days after 
finals, Rheta and Jimmy John- 
son ’74 were quietly married. 

Rheta is very conscious of the 


tradition of the Plainsman and 
very generous with her praise of 
the people who help her get it out 
each week. “There is so much 
talent here. I’m amazed at the 
dedication of so many people 
who work on the Plainsman.

And because she is well aware 
of that dedication, Rheta gets 
frustrated most when people fail 
to take the Plainsman seriously. 
For instance, she points out 
Plainsman photographers and 
reporters consistently have a 
problem getting press passes 
from the Athletic Department. 
And they are apt to find that 
their promised means of 
transportation to an away 
athletic event no longer exists 
“because they have picked up a 
photographer or reporter from a 
state paper, when Rheta feels, 
“their most devoted 15,000 sup- 
porters are right here on cam- 
pus.”

Now, my dear fellow alumni, why don’t we en- 
courage our beloved Alma Mater to perform this 
necessary service. Why not request, nay demand, 
that everyone from peons like Roden on up the 
ladder provide our tax dollars’ worth in sound 
basic education? Let them challenge our bright 
young students to disciplined study, rigorous 
thought, and hard honest toil as the only means 
to our country’s salvation and their own fulfil]- 
ment. Let them set an example that will sweep the 
nation. 

Certainly, I am dreaming and the proposal is 
simplistic, but show me some other alternative 
that is not another form of our present night- 
mare.

Sixty Years Ago: “Irish” Mike Donahue had evidently 
won a home on the Plains for as long as he might care to 
hang his hat here. The Orange and Blue reported on Thurs- 


day, February 4, 1915, Coach 
Donahue signed a five year con- 
tract to coach football because 
“so great had been his success 
since coming to Auburn that he 
had been recognized as one of 
the best coaches in the 
business.” 

The Orange and Blue honored 
two distinguished Alumni who 
died in January. Capt. B.D. 
Lumsden ’60, Auburn’s oldest 
Alumnus, was a member of the 
first graduating class and prior 
to his death lived on his planta- 
tion near Macon, Ga. Dr. 
Howard M. Hamill, called 
Auburn’s most loyal Alumnus, 
graduated with honor in the 
class of 1867. 

Mr. A.C. Duggar won the an- 
nual junior oratorical contest, 
for his speech, “The Duty of the 
U.S. in the present European 
War.” The contest pited the 
Websterian Literary Society 
against the Wirts, another 


literary organization. The Wirts 
were represented by Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Wells andthe 
Websterians by Mr. Witham 
and Mr. Duggar. 

Fifty Years Ago: The 
College of Veterinary Medicine 
held its second annual short 
course for graduate 
veterinarians. Among the 
speakers were Dr. A.T. Kinsley, 
Kansas City, recognized as one 
of the top hog specialists; Dr.

home again. After a day of get- 


ting up and getting dressed and 
getting breakfast, and getting 
wet, and getting to school, and 
getting hot and getting home 
and getting dinner, you get very 
tired and get into bed, so that 
you can get up the next morning 
and start all over again.’ 

“A more depressing view of 
life can hardly be imagined, 
says Bettelheim. Nor is there 
any suggestion that something 
meaningful may goin school in 
fairness to Janet and Mark, 
things are not much better in 
other readers.

Even sells In Norway 


If one wanted to know how to 
go from an Auburn machine 
design course to an industry 
which projects $300,000 in sales 
he might ask Martin Luther 
Beck, Jr.,’49. Mr. Beck, inspired 
by long hours of sprigging grass 
by hand at his father’s Beck 
Zoysia and Nursery Co., has 
developed the Lawn-O-Matic 
grass-planting machine. The 
machine plants plugs or sprigs 
of grass. 

Mr. Beck received a degree in 
engineering physics from 
Auburn and later returned to do 
graduate work in mechanical 
engineering and machine 
design. The Lawn-O-Matic was 
a project for the latter course 
which launched Mr. Beck into 
his own industry.

Metzger Retires After 37 Years at AU 


Some folks may think they know exactly why Auburn Un- 
iversity’s “Mr. Government,” Prof. A.B. Metzger, is growing 
tomatoes in garbage pails. The big election is almost two 


years off, but “The situation 
won't get better until more peo- 
ple are more interested,” he’s 
said over and over. 

Prof. Metzger, recently retired 
after 37 years in history and 
political science at Auburn, has 
devoted a lifetime to making 
students aware of the political 
processes available to them to 
affect change. “Beginning at 
the local level—at city council 
meetings.” 

“There is always room for im- 
provement,” he says, convin- 
cing even the disillusioned. 
“Our system can be made to 
work—if enough people bring 
enough pressure for good 
government.” 

Now is a good time to get ac- 
quainted with the issues and the 
politicians who claim to have 
answers for the problems, the 
longtime teacher of government 
believes. From now until 1976, 
persons can “do their homework 
and find out the facts.” 

Listen to television. Read the 
newspapers. Listen to op- 
ponents of both sides. And pay

records which can be obtained 
in any library from the Con- 
gressional Record. “Going to the 
polls as a civic duty—without 
facts—is worse than staying at 
home,” he believes. 

One of the reasons for this 
belief, he explains, is placement 


wet in student government. 
State Sen. George McMillan ’66 
of Jefferson County, a former 
Auburn student body president, 
took his advice. And there are 
numerous others among the 
thousands he introduced to 
government, who are now work- 
ing in some area of politics. 
Prof. Metzger’s students are 
quick to point out that the 
professor seldom took sides and 
never forced his own opinions 
on them. Said Bill White, a 
former student, “He would in- 
troduce the material in such a 
manner as to make you question 


and find out the answers for 


yourself. His interest, concern 
and belief in the system made 
you aware of your importance 
and clout as an _ individual 
citizen.” 

Prof. Metzger believes that 
public financing of presidential 
campaigns would be helpful. 
And that a time limit should be 
imposed. 

“The national Democrats see 
Wallace as a threat,” Prof. 
Metzger feels. “Some of them 
would like to get him on the 
ticket.” He says, “Alabama 


Democrats make their own rules 


of names on ballots— x.

After graduating with the 
B.A. from the University of 
Chattanooga, Metzger received 
the M.A. from Auburn. His field 
was history, but politics became 
his passion. In DeKalb County, 


where he began teaching the % we 


ninth grade during the Depres- ©. 


sion, he learned that “people 


vote their pocketbooks.” 

He joined the Auburn faculty 
in 1937 and began a self-study of 
Alabama government. He 
visited the Legislature -and 
began a clipping file. “The 
spiciest, most colorful file was 
Big Jim Folsom’s,” he recalls. 

“Contrary to opinion, most 
politicians are honest,” Prof. 
Metzger told his students. He en- 
couraged them to get their feet 


and regulations—as is true in 
some other states.” 

Alabama has never truly had 
a two-party system, according 
to the professor. “And there 
seems to be less interest in the 
Republican party today than 
there was two years ago.” He 
does not see Watergate responsi- 
ble for this fall in interest so 
much as the fact that 
“Alabama’s people are conser- 
vative and many Republicans 
in national politics are too 
liberal for most Alabama 
Republicans.” 

How do you make people care 
and take responsibility for 
governing themselves? “That’s 
the $64,000 question,” says Prof. 
Metzger. “Government should 
be stressed in the high schools 
and there should be more 
emphasis on government in 
colleges and universities. 

“Our future leaders learn the 
structure,” he says. “And it is 
just as important for those who 
are to be led to be sure if that’s 
the way they want to go.” 


Prof. Metzger is growing 
wmatoes to eat. He doesn’t have 
to. worry about his “plot” in the 
pails so he has plenty of time to 
catch up with home chores, 
fishing for bream and bass— 
and talking politics with former 
students.

‘Mary George Lamar ’33— 


Alumna Retires After 40 Years of Teaching

_ With her sisters, Mrs. Mildred

Lamar resides in the family 


They were not the very first words she spoke, but they are 
among the first Mary George Lamar ’33 remembers. “I was 
just about so high and we were at the Georgia-Auburn game 


in Columbus. I remember stan- 
ding up and yelling ‘Give ’em 
hell Auburn!’ and all those 
startled looks on the faces of 
people around us as they stared 
at me,” Miss Lamar recalls. 

Football, as well as all the 
other Auburn traditions, is in- 
grained in Miss Lamar’s life. 
Her father, an attorney, moved 
his family to Auburn when she 
was two years old. It was only 
natural that her career would be 
interwoven with Auburn Un- 
iversity from which she recently 
retired after 40 years of 
teaching. 

Beginning her teaching 
career in 1934, the year after her 
graduation from Auburn, Miss 
Lamar devoted most of her time 
to teaching one of the most 
traditional subjects for 
women—secretarial training. 
While there are those today who 
might decry such work for 
women as menial, Miss Lamar 
is quick to defend the time- 
honored profession which has 
been fulfilling for women over 
many decades. 

“IT sincerely believed in the 
work and the curriculum. I 
always focused my attention 
and efforts toward 
professionalism for the 
secretary,” she says. 

Miss Lamar sees the role of 
the secretary changing from one 
of routine duties. to one of 
responsibility and decision 
making. 

“Our program has now evolv- 
ed to office administration. It is 
designed to prepare students to 
become professionals as 
secretaries, administrative 
assistants or for other responsi- 
ble positions in business, 
government and _ education,” 
she explained. : 

“Well-trained secretaries or 
administrative assistants are 


always in demand everywhere 
and these careers can be follow- 
ed in any size community and at 
any age in life,” Miss Lamar 
pointed out. 

The college-trained secretary, 
she noted, has a decided edge in 
potential contributions, because 
of the additional training in 
arts, economics, marketing, 
management and accounting 
which are important to decision 
making. 

Miss Lamar has achieved a 
remarkable number of firsts for 
women on the faculty at 
Auburn. In 1968 she became the 
first woman non-student to 
receive the Algernon Sydney 
Sullivan Award. The award, in 
recognition of ‘‘such 
characteristics of heart, mind 
and conduct as evince a spirit of 
love for the helpfulness to 
others,” has been given to a non- 
student and a man and woman 
student at Auburn since 1952. 

In the early ’40’s, an effort 
was undertaken to organize an 
Auburn Alumnae Association 
for women graduates of Auburn 
and Miss Lamar served as presi- 
dent in 1943. That movement 
was abandoned, but she con- 
tinued her alumni activities and 
in 1972 became the first woman 
to be elected to the Alumni 
Association’s executive com- 
mittee. 

Her honors are spread among 
many professional, honorary 
and community organizations. 
Miss Lamar is past president of 
the Alabama Business Educa- 
tion Association, Mortar Board 
Alumnae Club, and the Auburn 
University Faculty Club. 

She is also a past chapter and 
province president of Kappa 
Delta sorority and was vice 
president of the Auburn branch 
of the American Association of 
University Women.

She attended all the games, in- 
cluding the first bowl game 
Auburn played—the one 
against Villanova in Havana, 
Cuba’s Bowl in 1937 which end- 
ed 7-7. »

A post-game radio show that rivals TV’s personality talk 
shows, gallons of coffee and mounds of mashed potatoes asa 
recipe for success, and a basketball team that’s the surprise 


of the SEC are all part of the 
magic of head basketball coach 
Bob Davis. In fact, anything 
short of leaping tall buildingsin 
a single bound is part of Dr. 
Davis’ magic. 

The key word for describing 
Dr. Davis is enthusiasm. Fran- 
tic enthusiasm. He leaps from 
his seat and throws his fist in 
the air when sophomore guard 
Eddie Johnson hits a 15 footer. 
Or junior forward Gary Redding 
drives the lane and eases one in 
around two defenders. It’s 
basketball at its finest and it’s 
enthusiastic fuel for Dr. Davis. 

And Dr. Davis encourages 
enthusiasm among his players 
which -has often left opposing 
coaches hot and_ bothered. 
Coach Brown of the LSU Tigers 
probably still doesn’t unders- 
tand Auburn’s gall in defeating 
his team in Baton Rouge, a 
game even Coach Davis said he 
should have won. But there was 
Eddie Johnson, “hotdog per- 
sonality,” according to Coach 
Brown. “I don’t believe in 
criticizing players on another 
team,” reacted Dr. Davis. “No 
class in it. I don’t blame him for 
being a little upset. Eddie just 
stuck 35 points in his ear. I wish 
I had a fistfull of hotdogs who 
could pot 35 points as Johnson 
did.” 

In only his second season, Dr. 
Davis has already set 
milestones for Auburn basket- 
ball. For the first time since 
1966, Auburn’s basketball team 
won its first three games. In two 
seasons, Dr. Davis has defeated 
every Southeastern Conference 
team except Alabama. The first 
Alabama-Auburn matchup this 
season was the first time in the 
61 games series that Alabama, 
Auburn, and Kentucky were tied 
for the SEC lead. Following 
Alabama’s pasting of Auburn, 
coach Davis said “It was like 
sending sheep to wolves. We’re 
young. We’re at the point where 
we don’t do anything special. 
What scares me the most is we 
don’t have a senior. When we 
get in tight we’re in trouble.” 
Alabama thrashed Auburn by a 


. score of 77 to 53 in Tuscaloosa. 


The final game of the season 
against Alabama is already 
sold out and could be for the 
Conference championship. 

Sell outs are also a part of Dr. 
Davis’ magic. Auburn’s home 
victory over Kentucky was a 
complete sell out and a new 
Coliseum basketball attendance 
record at 12,500. Attendance at 
home contests is up 3 thousand 
over last year. Dr. Davis 
believes so strongly in basket- 
ball that he sees a packed 
Coliseum at every game with 
basketball saving football. 
“The increasing cost,” he says, 
“of maintaining a good all- 
round athletic program could 
force football to increase its 
schedule. If basketball carries 
its share and makes good then 
there’ll be money for other 
sports.” 

More luck than magic came 
Auburn’s way when 
Tennessee’s freshman sensa- 
tion Bernard King was benched 
for alledged altered junior high

transcripts. But Auburn went 
against the Vols wihout their 
scoring champ Eddie Johnson 
because of a twisted ankle at 
Tuscaloosa. A fired up Tiger 
team gave Coach Davis sole 
possession of second place in the 
SEC and dropped Tennessee to 
third, winning 62 to 59. Coach 
Mears said following the game 
that “Auburn could cheer all 
they want, they were lucky to 
win. We played the superior 
game and should have won.” 
Luck is another item on Dr. 
Davis’ list of things to believe in. 
Auburn, 13 and 4 overall, with 
road games to play against Mis- 
sissippi, Kentucky, and Vander- 
bilt, better believe in luck. 
‘“‘We’re lucky to be where we are. 
I didn’t think we would recruit 
as well as we did,” says Dr. 
Davis. Of the top twenty-five 
high school basketball players 
in the nation last year, Auburn 
managed to sign three. 
Freshmen Stan Pietkiewicz, 
and Mike 
Mitchell were instrumental in 
Auburn’s 14th ranking

nationally and three-way tie 
with Alabama and Kentucky for 
the SEC zenith earlier this year. 

Dr. Davis knows the reward 
for hard work is success and he 
tries to teach his players the 
same lessons he learned grow- 
ing up in rural West Virginia. 
He played football for 
Georgetown, Kentucky, College 
even though many said he was 
too small at 5’ 10”. He even 
played basketball and won the 
half-mile, mile, and two mile 
races for his alma mater at a 
conference meet. 

Auburn’s basketball future is 
bright, one of the brightest in 
the nation. Dr. Davis, when. 
speaking to groups of Alumni, 
often tells a story about a cer- 
tain little black book which con- 
tains the names of basketball 
season-ticket holders. He says 
one day Auburn will be in the 
national picture and people will 
pack coliseums wherever 
Auburn plays. He encourages 
everyone to buy season tickets 
now and give them away if they 
can’t make the games. ’Cause 
when Auburn climbs to the top, 
season ticket holders will be the 
only ones assured of a seat, then 
he grins knowingly.

Howard Hill— 


Famed Auburn Archer Dies 


Howard Hill ’22, probably the 
world’s best archer, died of 
cancer on Feb. 4 in a Bir- 
mingham hospital. He had been 
shooting a bow and arrow since 
age 6 and from 1926 through 
1942 won 196 field archery tour- 
naments (all he entered) and 
seven national championships. 
He shot at three worlds fairs and 
published a book on archery 
competition in 1928. After com- 
peting in the Olympics in 1932, 
Mr. Hill in 1933 moved to 
Hollywood where he did bow 
and arrow work for Errol Flynn 
and starred against him in 
Robin Hood and made anumber 
of movies including Tembo in 
Africa. He later operated his 
own film company and made a 
number of short films. He was 
the first film maker to do 
wildlife films which began with 
the classic The Last Wilderness. 
~ In 1967 the famous archer and 
his wife moved back to 
Alabama, to the community of 
Wilsonville outside Bir-

mingham where he was born. In 
1971 he was enshrined in the 
Alabama Sports Hall of Fame 
after earlier being inducted into 
the Archery Hall of Fame and 
the Helm Hall of Fame in Los 
Angeles. Mr Hill is survived by 
his wife Elizabeth; and a 
daughter, Mamie Hill.

There’s a new name in the 
track record books—That of 
Auburn freshman Cliff Outlin, 
who last winter in the Soviet- 
U.S. dual meet in Russia, broke 
the last of famed runner Jesse 
Owen’s records.
